THE DEFICIT 
is being interpreted as 
ano ther i easo n the So v iets are attempting to 
neg o tiate barter deals with Western co untries 
instead o f pay ing hard cash fo r impo rts. 
American analy sts believ e the heav y co st o f 
impo rting g rain and o ther fo o d pro ducts 
because o f the 197 2 cro p failures co ntributed 
sig nificantly to the So v iet Unio n’s deficit. 
• The ministry repo rted ex po rts fro m the 
So v iet Unio n ro se by so me 300 millio n rubles 
fro m 197 1 to 197 2 while impo rts went up 2 
billio n rubles. 
• Acco rding to ministry info rmatio n, the 


larg e deficit was partially o ffset by a surplus 
o f 7 00 millio n rubles in trade with un­ 
derdev elo ped natio ns. 
Ano ther interesting statistic sho ws the 
So v iets are unable to increase the percentag e 
o f manufactured g o o ds they sell. The co untry 
reached a reco rd hig h o f 24 .7 per cent o f ex ­ 
po rts in 197 1, but the v o lume o f g o o ds so ld 
abro ad in 197 2 slipped back to 23.6 per cent. 
Thus, the bulk o f So v iet ex po rts are raw 
materials. 
They , therefo re, are intensely interested in 
g etting American capital into the co untry to 
dev elo p the raw materials into co nsumer 
g o o ds fo r the Russian peo ple and pro ducts 
that wo uld sell o n the wo rld market. 
J UST THIS WEEK Bank o f America was 
g iv en permission to o pen a representativ e’s 
office in Moscow’ as was Chase 
Manhattan 
Bank last week. 
No American bank has had an office in 
Moscow in half a centu ry . Again this ty pe of 
economic activ ity u nderscores the Sov iets’ 
desire to open u p additional lines of bu siness 
with capitalist nations. 
Assu ming the Sov iet Union’s trade ad­ 
v ances are motiv ated by pu rely economic 
reasons as they appear, it is good bu siness 
and good politics for the United States and 
other W’estern cou ntries to sharpen their 
pencils and work ou t some deals.

If only 
because it was the last Indian 
triu mph of any sorts in this 
area. In the more than 100 
y ears since Crows 
w ere 
deeded "eternal’’ rights to 
reserv ation territories, they 
hav e su ffered a long and 
u nbroken string of defeats. 

According to 
tribal spokesmen, the Crow 
w ere originally (in 18 5 1) 
assig ned 38 million acres of 
reserv atio n land.

It was 
called by the Ohio Prisoners 
Union to press demands for 
higher pay and changes in 
parole board procedures.

House to Vote 
On Bill Guarding 
News Sources 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
The Ohio House was to vote 
today on a 
proposed con­ 
s t it u t io n a l 
a m e n d m e n t 
assuring the legislature of its 
authority 
to 
protect 
n e w s m e n ’s 
in fo r m a tio n 
sources. 
The proposal, by Rep. Wil­ 
liam G.Batchelder, R-93 Me­ 
dina, and a dozen co-sponsors 
of both p olitical parties, 
would 
appear 
on 
the 
November ballot if approved 
by a three-fifths majority of 
each house. 
Som e 
la w m a k ers 
c o m ­ 
plained that B a tc h eld e r ’s 
amendment was unnecessary 
since Ohio already has a so- 
called “shield” statute which 
could be changed without a 
constitutional 
amendment. 
He said recent decisions by 
federal 
courts 
could 
in­ 
validate the Ohio law or at 
least crea te leg a l doubts 
about its status. 
The amendment provides 
that the General Assembly 
m ay 
pass 
law s 
“ which 
establish a privilege against 
the 
disclosure 
of 
any 
in­ 
formation or the source of 
information, even when said 
source is an officer of any 
court, which is procured or 
obtained by a reporter, jour­ 
nalist, broadcaster, or other 
similar person.” 
Joining with Batchelder in 
introducing the amendment 
was freshmen Rep. Claire M. 
Ball Jr.. R-91 Athens, former 
Athens 
County 
prosecutor. 
Ball said he and Batchelder 
became 
interested 
in 
the 
problem after reading in a 
Sigma Delta Chi journalism 
publication about reporters 
being jailed for refusing to 
disclose information sources. 
Sen. Paul E. Gillmor. R-2 
Port Clinton, chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, 
has a bill pending that would 
toughen Ohio’s present shield 
law.

newsmen from being forced 
to disclose information ob­ 
tained but not published or 
broadcast.
